United States Chamber

"If millions o£ workers are out o 


employment for a year through los 


wages, their buying power is cu 


_' billions of dollars," the secre 
tary said. "If the income of the re 
maining millions who are still em 
ployed _is cut 10 per cent througl 
shorter hours and part-time work 
the loss amounts to several more bil 
lions. Add to this great loss in buy 
ing power the retrenchment due t< 
the fears and uncertainties of such 
a, period, and the total loss of pu.- 
chasing power becomes a staggering 
amount." 
A governmental program contemp 


lating expenditures of as high as a 
.billion dollars a year would be hel-> 
ful, he said, but "could not material 
ly ai-ect the situation." 


Mr. • Lament's address 
followed 
President 
"William 
Butterworth's 


keynote speech. The convention was 
called' to order at .10 o'clock. 
- ''Tarn enough of an optimist," Mr 
Lamont'said, "to believe that Indus 
trial history' will again repeat itseii 
and that the nest fifty years wil 
witness further displacement of la 
bor,- and the further development o 
many new products and services 
which, , will afford employment to 
those displaced and supply the «ver 
expanding wants of our people. 


Points to Depression 


"But-these bright prospects for the 


long-term future cannot obscure the 
| fact that we are deep ino one of the 
most severe depressions of our bus 
iness history, and that labor and 
capital as well have suffered ser! 
ously from curtailed earnings and 
unemployment. In spite of this I am 
sure it will not be denied that there 
has' been less actual distress anc 
less disturbance than ever before un 
der similar circumstances. 


"Industry generally has shown an 


interest in its workers of a quality 
never before seen in this or any oth- 
er country. Labor's attitude as well 
has been a most enlightened one. 


"This voluntary assumption of the 
part of industry, involving as it has 
the finest type of cooperative spirit 
and collective effort, has teen one of 
the most important factors in carry- 
ing us thus far without serious dis- 
tress or disturbance through a ma- 
jor depression. And this attitude on 
.the part of industry toward its com- 
'mon problems seems to me to hold 
out the best hope of the future." 


Mr. Lamont said he had seen no 


way whereby the federal government 
could have helped the situation more 
than it has: That already there are 
some indications the prese-.t situation 
is being* corrected. 


He pointed out that the "severity 


of depressions —at least the 'statisti- 
cal picture' of the severeity of the 
depression — has been becoming 
greater in recent decades, and this 
still further ciiipliasir.es the neces- 
sity of serious efforts to bring about 
some means of control." 


He emphasized that attempts to 


remedy the situation after a collapse 
cannot be very effective, that indus 
try must largely do the job of pre 
Ivcntion itself."

Begin Search 
For Scientist 
In Greenland 


Malmo, Sweden — (A>)— Albin Ahr- 


enberg, the Swedish aviator, took ofi 
at noon today on a flight to Green- 
land to search for Augustln Court- 
auld, the British scientist, who is lost 
there. 


Ahrenberg set his course for Ber- 


gen, Norway, where he hoped to ar- 
rive this evening.. With him were 
wireless Operator Lund and Mechan- 
ic Malm. He planned to Ky from Ber- 
gen to Reykjavik, Iceland,. v and 
thence to Angmagsalik/'Gi-ee'nlandi: 
- His plane, a Junkers F13 four-seat- 
er which had been used on -the. night 
air mail between Stockholm and Co- 
penhagen, was especially equipped 
for the flight with blind flying in- 
struments and an illumination plant 
for landing in the dark. It also car- 
ried a set of landing skis for one of 
the expedition's disabled planes. 


Augustine Courtauld was one of 15 


young scientists and explorers who 
sailed from London on Ju!y 6.-1D30, 
in Sir Ernest Shackleton's famous 
flagship Quest, to determine the feas- 
ibility of an air route" across' the 
Arctic from England to Canada. The 
expedition was under the auspices of 
the Royal Geographical society, and 
was led by H. G. "Watkins, 23-year 
old explorer. 


In addition to the party, the Quest 


carried a crew of ten,-two airplanes, 
two outboard motorboats, sledges, 
meteorological instruments, 
more 


than a year's -supply of food, and 
building material for the expedition's 
winter huts. 


Stopping at the Faroe Islands to 


pick up about 50 dogs, the expedi- 
tion reached Angmagsalik, 
Green' 


land, on Aug. 14 and established a 
permanent site at !7ermelik fjorJ, 
35 miles Inland. Later, a small party 
scaled the Greenland ice cap and 
set up a 
meteorological 
station 


about 140 miles inland, leaving two 
men in charge. 


Subsequently, Courtauld volunteer- 


ed to spend the winter alone at the 
central station and was due to be re- 
lieved this month. Watkins led a 
small group to his succor in March 
but was unable to locate the spot on 
account of the changing terrain and 
was forced to turn back to the main 
camp. 


Courtauld is the son of Samuel A. 


Courtauld, wealthy director of the 
British silk firm of that name. He 
Is a graduate of Cambridge and pa-- 
ticipated In two other Greenland ex- 
peditions. He is engaged to Miss 
lie "Montgomery of London.

rest. This greatly aids the natural 
healing process. 


In the ambulant treatment the pa- 


tient reports to the doctor's office for 
the air injections, at Intervals of a 
week, for several monlis. 
Usually 


half ,a pint, more or less, of air or 
ait- and oxygen, is injected at each 
sitting. After several months, the air 
is given only once in two weeks.

Consequently, the ef- 
forts of the federal reserve board in 
again this week reducing rates on 
acceptances in New York and Boston 
to the lowest on record on the pre- 
sumption that this may stimulate in- 
terest in investment issues is not 
likely to meet with any greater suc- 
cess than previous movements of 
th3 same sort. 


Each act of the federal reserve 


authorities, since the rate of redis- 
count was lowered to 3 per cent in 
New York last December, has been 
construed in Wall Street as an at- 
tempt to put life into a dropping 
bond market. 
In line with lower 


rediscount rates has been a reduc- 
tion by the New York clearing house 
banks in rates of interest on deposits 
to a level that normally would speed- 
ily transfer funds from 
these in- 


stitutions to investment issues. Re- 
peatedly the rates on acceptances 
have been lowered until they were 
quoted here Tuesday between 1J and 
1J per cent with the federal reserve 
bank in Boston also cutting its rates 
to equalize those prevailing in this 
market. 


Movement Still Down 


Instead of checking the decline In 


bond prices the history 
of move- 


ments In all but tax exempt and 
legal issues for the .past fouc months 
has been one of a constant seeking 
of lower levels. The average of do- 
mestic bonds Tuesday was 3 points 
below that of last January; that of 
foreign bonds was off much more. 
Scores of second- grade corporation 
bonds are now quoted well below the 
levels at which they sold during the 
panic in securities last November 
and December.

Decline Aggravated 


The decline is aggravated to some 


extent by the pressure of new Issues 
on a market of limited buying capac- 
ity and by the unwillingness of syn- 
dicates to give support to either new 
or old issues. The latter phase of 
the situation has had much to do 
with the demoralization In recent 
months 
in foreign dollar 
bonds.

troduction to the Health 
Commit- 


tne's bulletin of the State Medical 
Society Issued today. The bulletin 
declares that 
tremendous strides 


have been made in recent years in 
saving the lives of children, who 
have heretofore died of communi- 
cable diseases, and points out that 
the lengthening terms of life of in- 
dividuals is due to the prevention 
of children's diseases,-rather than to 
conquering the diseases of adults. 
It predicts that the time will come 
when all persons .will be annually 
examined and an inventory taken 
of their health conditions to reduce 
ur necessary early adult deaths. 


"In 4100 consecutive persons, tak< 


en 3ust as they appeared, only 74 
had normal teeth, and 58 per cent or 
2.700 had actual root abscesses; 64$ 
had well marked heart damage and 
432 had combined heart and kidnej 
damage." continues the 
bulletin 


"And of fhese, more than ten pei 
cent had no idea of anything" wrong 
with them. 


"There is but one way to secure 


belter results. We must do as has 
been done with the babies and the 
tubercular. Prevent or begin cure 
while the disease is trivial and in- 
cipient. 


"In these groups, there were to

Aldermen Kelly and Heckrodt 


were appointed tellers and each com- 
missioner received a unanimous vote 
on both informal and formal ballots. 
They will take oath of office within 
five days. 


Pleads For Harmony 


After official selection of the five 


commissioners, Mayor N. G. Rem- 
mel lauded the council for its effi- 
ciency in naming the new city offi- 
cers and <urged them to retain the 
same degree of harmony in cooperat- 
ing with the new executive body.

Reason for Lack of Popular- 


ity ts Depreciation in Most 
Issues

New York —-Foreign bonds are to 


greater disfavor today than at any 
timo in o decade. 
The reason is 


well known.

Ono South American 
country has defaulted .on its bonds, 
another has threatened to default 
nnd a. long list of such 
securities 


have been-selling at a price to indi- 
cate fear of default.

tries, budgets are unbalanced and 
dependent as most of them are on 
export- of -raw materials their fi- 
nances are. disorganized. It is not 
so bad. In Europe but extraordinarily 
h'ph yields arc obtainable on bonds 
of the governments of certain of the 
countries In the central and eastern 
part of the continent. 


The- problem Is to. decide what »o 


do with holdings of these bonds 
'•ought much higher 'than11 the mar- 
ket price! _ Shall they be liquidated 
i.nd the proceeds reinvested In some- 
thing more conservative or shall 
ih"y bo held In hope of recovery- 
The principle Is that in finding tho 
answer to this question the amount 
of the loss that would be sustained 
by selling' now Is of no Importance, 
r. principle easy to state but hard to 
act upon.

:nerit but there Is one. proposition 
that applies more or less to all gov- 
ernment obligation^.

the automobile industry ire coming 
hero next -week to ask President 
Hoover to consider seriously reprls 
als against those European coun 
tries which have adopted discrimi 
natory tariffs 
against American 


goods. 
- Specifically, tho automobile 
men 


complain that Czechoslovakia, has 
applied a tariff against American 
cars which, while couched in sen 
eral language so as apparently not 
to conflict with treaty obligations, 
la nevertheless in practical effect 
aimed at American 
manufacturers. 


• If the president did use his pow- 
ers under the retaliatory provislos 
of the Hawley-Smoot law. It would 
mean a practical embargo against 
shoes and other products 
from 


Czechoslovakia. 
Incidentally 
this 


would gratify 
New England shoe 


manufacturers, who havt had diffi- 
culty in competing against CzochO' 
slovakian shoes, notwithstanding the 
recent increase In tho tariff Inipos 
ed by congress. 


For several weeks tho department 


of state and the department of com- 
merce have been wrestling with the 
problem presented by the American 
automobile 
manufacturers. 
The 


commerce department 
has insisted 


that the government had a just case 
for applying a retaliatory 
tariff 


agalnst.Czechoslovakia and that this 
would set an example to other coun 
tries which might be contemplating 
the same 
kind of discrimination. 


The department of state, however. 
Is Inclined to look at the major from 
a technical point of view, insisting 
,that really Czechoslovakia has con- 
formed to the principle of the most- 
favored-nation treaties. 


Issue Up to Hoover 


So the issue is being carried to 


the "White House for decision. 
It 


comes at a time when the Interna- 


k tional Chamber of Commerce will be 
''meeting 'in Washington to discuss 


the whole problem of tariff barriers 
throughout the world. The automo- 
bile products opposed the high tariff 
policy which congress embarked up- 
on during the last session but 
this 


did not prevent European countries 
from adopting reprisals which have 
seriously hurt ..he American auto- 
mobile trade. 


It is essential, from the viewpoint 


of the American automotive indus- 
try, that the foreign market be 
restored in order that employment 
in Detroit and elsewhere may in- 
crease. Some of the tariffs against 
the American cars are almost in 
the nature of an embargo. Faced 
with shrinking profits, tho Ameri- 
can 
automobile companies 
have 


come to a critical point on the whole 
tariff issue. -They want the presi- 
dent to delay no longer. 
It is 


recognized he has the power to deal 
a severe blow to Czechoslovaklan 
industry. 


The outcome • * the meeting may 


be .the resumption 
of negotiations 


with Czechoslovakia, coupled with a 
threat to apply the retaliatory pro- 
visions of the existing law. 
The 


Chechoslovakian regulations do, not 
specifically mention American cars 
| but the descriptions and classifica- 


tions are such that only American 
cars are affected. It is this anoy- 
mous discrimination that the Amer- 
ican automobile 
men think could

The decline to day was partly 
Cue to a large supply of 21.000 at 
Chicago, although the total for the 
three days of this week stands at 
only 72.700 against 92.1000 for the 
same time last week, a decrease of 
20.000 head. 


Medium quality steers to sell un- 


der $8.50 again made up the bulk 
of the cattle receipts at Chicago, 
and demands for these
